His Treatiſe contains ten Dialogues between 
en i 4 Prince and his Governonr, who teaches 
him all that there ts conſiderable in the Empire : 
For this Book comprehends in brief all that the 
Do@Gors of Law and the Interpreters of the Gol- 
den Bull have written thereupon , as may be ſeen 
in the reading of it. 


I. Dialogue. 


This ' Dialogue ſerves for an IntroduTion to 
the reſt, and the Governor having ſhown his young 
Prince, that he ſhould learn to be a good Chri- 
ſtian, before he learn to be a good Prince's makes 
him underſtand, that it is neceſſary for bim to go 
out of his Fathers Court, and travel through Fo- 
reign Countries, as a means to become ſuch. Here 
it is diſconrſed at large of certain Travellers that 
learn nothing but the worſt faſhions and cuſtoms 
of other Nations. Then he ſhews the advantage 
7 Travelling with judgment, aud in company of 

uch as know what is requiſite to be obſerved in 
every part of Europe. After that , he makes it 
appear, that it is eaſie to become a wiſe Counſellor 
and an able Souldier by Travelling ; wherein a 
man learns to know the humonr of people, and 
the Languages. Hereupon he ſpeaks of the cor- 
ruption of Languages , the canſe thereof , and 
| other 
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other curious notions. Laſily , he maketh his. 
German Prince underſtand that he ought to 
know the French and Italian Tongues ;, and that, 
without buſying himſelf upon Sciences that have 
more vanity than ſolidity, he ſhould learn the 
Art of Governing well, and conſequently the 
Eſtate of the Empire , which contains almoſt all 
that a Prince ought to know. ' 


IT. Dialogue. 


This Dialogue contains the Eſtate of the Em- 
pire in general ; *and therein is ſhown , that 
the Emperonr is a Monarch, though he have not 
an abſolute power to do all that he pleaſes, foraſ- 
much as the Princes of Germany acknowledge 
. that all their Dignity is communicated to them 
by and from him. He can create Kings, Arch- 
Dukes, &c. but cannot confer Eccleſtaſtical Bene- 
fices, and why. 

In the beginning of this Dialogue the Author 
Jays, that his Book ſhall treat of the Head and 
principal Members of the Empire; of their Pow- 
er and Authority; of the Origine, Progreſs, and 
Alliances of the Illuſtrious Honſes; of the Rank 
and Place they hold in the Aſſemblies ; of the 
Branches of every Family; of the Canſes of Love, 
Hatred, and Jealouſie amongst them, &c. After 
that, he proves that the Eſtate of the Empire is 
Monarchical, and confiting the contrary opini- 
ons, he eſtabliſhes his own. And becauſe the 
Emperour

Emperour hath not right to confer Eccleſiaſtical 
Benefices, he renders the reaſon thereof ;, and 
makes it clear, that notwithſtanding all that, he 
is the firſt Monarch in the World. And foraſ- 
much as he is made ſo by Ele@ion, the Author 
ſpeaks of the EleFors, their beginning, their pow-_ 
er, their order, and their number and ſhewing 
what neceſſity there was to increaſe the laſt, he 
brings the reaſons which the Ancients had to 
raiſe to that Dignity, three Eccleſiaſtical , and 
four Secular Princes , who have power to create 
and depoſe the Emperour , and the King of the 
Romans. Then he ſpeaks of the Ceremonies uſed 
at their Coronation, and of the power both of the 
one and the other. 


TI. Dialogue. 


In this Dialogue he ſpeaks of the Eſtates of 
the Empire and having ſhown that thoſe 
which are ſo, have many rights of Regality , he 
paſſes to the conſideration of the Honſe of Au» 
{tria, diſcovers its Original, how long it hath 
born the Imperial Crown, into how many Bran= 
ches it is divided, how it came to be ſo power- 
ful, and what are its Priviledges. After that, 
he diſcourſes of the Palatine, Saxon , and Bran- 
denbourg Houſes 3 and ſays all that the curious 
can deſire to know about them.

In theſe two Dialogues he treats of all the Se-

And all along where occaſion 
offers any Political queſtion, he reſolves it briefly; 
not forgetting the praiſes of men of Merit, of 
Univerſities, and of Colledges, which are very 
many in Germany. And becauſe it is almoſt 
#mpoſſible but there ſhould be ſome jealonſit , ha- 
tred or envy between ſo many Houſes of equal 
condition, he lays down the canſes thereof ;, and 
ſhews how thoſe that precede by turns, take their 

place; and how many voices they have in the 

Diets of the Empire ; who ought to inherit thoſe 

Hopſee, in caſe they come to be totally extingui- 

ſhed ; in what Houſes there is right of Primoge- 


aiture, and what Religion they profeſs.

VI. Dialogue. 


This Dialogue will give you a perfe® know- 
ledge of the Eccleſeaftical Princes of Germany ; 
wherein he ſhews how many there were in former 
times , and how many there are now, as well Bi- 
ſhops, Abbots, Abbeſles, as other Eccleſtaſtical 
Prelates. How many Orders of Knighthood, what 
power they have , and what obſervance they are 
under. And becauſe ordinarily ſome Church- 
man is DireFor of the Circles of the Empire, he 
ſpeaks of the DireFors of all the Circles ;, then he 
diſcourſes of every Biſhoprick in particular : And 
afterwards he paſſes to the Abbots, and to the 
Original of the Tentonique Knights ; how they 
became ſo potent, and how they have loſt thoſe 
great Provinces they had acquired. After that, 
be ſhews how the Prelates are become { rich: how 
they obtain their Dignities, which he makes ap- 


pear not to be after the ſame manner now as an- 
ciently.

Here he ſpeaks of the Connts and Barons of the 
Fwpire; and the word Count, called Graff in 
Dutch, gives occaſion to inquire into the Origine 
of Pallgrave, Margrave, Landgrave, ard Bur- 
grave, and to know how many there be, when,

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and how they became great ; from whence the Ti- 
the of Archduke came : and whether the dignity 
of a Duke was always more illuſtrious than that 
of aCount : He proves that there are ſeveral ſorts 
of Dukes and Counts, and confutes the opinion 
of thoſe that hold, an Emperour ſhould have four 
Kings under him, a King four Dukes, a Duke 
four Counts , a Count four Barons, and a Baron 
four Caſtellans. The Counts were anciently no 
more than Judges ;, and he ſhews how, and at 
what time they got the inheritance, and became 
Lords of their Counties. At preſent thoſe of the 
Empire have place and voice in the Diets, are 
almoſt equal to the Princes, and many of them 
coyn money. He ſpeaks of the Houſes of Naſlau, 
Hohenzolleren, Furſtemberg, and of many others 
in particular ; and then he paſſes to the Barons, 
who differ not from the Counts biit in name, and 
fets down a Catalogue of them : Then having di- 
ftinguiſhed them from thoſe which the Emperour 
creates in his Hereditary Provinces, he ends this 
Dialogue with a touch upon the new Barons, who 
*pould have the ſame tithe that the old ones have,

Here will be ſeen the difference between 4 
Knight and a Gentleman , and between Knights 
among themſelves.

. ny thattravel with judgement. Many travellers 
returning to their own homes bring back 
from abroad the affected delicacie of the Engliſh, 
the variable madilhneſs of the French, the dan- 
gerous diſiimulation of the Ttalians, and the 
unſufferable pride of the Spaniards. 'Some 0- 
thers who think they have ſpent their time very 
well, tell you, they have taken notice in Eng- 
land of the magnificence of London, the con- 
veniency of the Thames, and the beauty of 
Whitehall : that in France they admired' the 
_ throngs of Paris, the ſumptuouſneſs of For- 
taine-bleau, and the Majeſty of St. Dexys : that 
1n Ttaly they conſidered the wonders of Yerice, 
the curioſity of Belveder, and the Nobility of 
Naples : that in Spain they have ſeen the Trat- 
tick of Seville, the greatneſs of Lisbor, ancÞthe 
admirable ſtructure of the E ſcxrial. Some come 
back loaden with ribbons upon their clothes, 
cuffs at their legs, and towels Nour theirnecks, 
Othersreturn ſtuft with a falſe opinion of know- 
ledge in their fancy, an aiery imagination of 
wiſdom in their underſtanding, and all kind © 
vanity in their memory.

My opinionis, that befo:e you go'out 
of Germany, you learn the State of the Empire, 
leſt being skilful in forain things, you remain 
ignorant of domeſtick affairs, and deſiring to 
become a Citizen of the World, you be never- 
theleſs but a ſtranger at home. 

P. Tor have ſo often entertained me with re- 
lating the rarities of Italy, France, England, ad 
Spain, that I am in love with thoſ? pleaſant 
Covntrezs;, and then the Wars whereof the 
Low-countreys have been the, Theatre, and 
thoſe alſo whith the Swedes have ſuccesfully 
begun and ended in the Empire, inflamc my 
beart with a deſire to ſee Sweden and Flanders. 
Nevertheleſs ſince you think fit that we ſhould 
take a curſory viewof the Empire, Iam content, 
and do therefore pray. you to tell me, what it is - 
requiſite for me to know thereof; that when Tam 
in forain Countreys, I may be able to diſconrſe of - 
my own, and ſhow, that IT amnot ignorant of that 
which I am concerned to know.

It is better to hold ones peace, than to ſmo- 
ther the truth - for alrhough*many mea hate 
it, 
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it; and great ones are not uſually fed withithis 
diet, but under a diſpuiſe ; ' yet for all that, ir 
is pleaſant and acceptable to all good and vie- 
tuous perſons.

G. Frederick, Il. have paſt from this lite to 
a better, the Empire continued ſome years 
without a Head : After which Izterregnum all 
Germany eſteeming the virtue of Kodolph Count 
of Habſpoxrrg worthy of the Empire, he was ſet 
upon the Throne in the year 1278. and reigned 
18. Rodolph being dead, Adolph Count of 
Naſſaws was choſen in his ſtead : But Albert ,* 
Rodolphs ſon, being now become Duke of A#- 
ftria by the gift which his Father made him 
of that Principality, and Lord of Carinthiaby 
the marriage which he contrafted with Eliza- 
beth inherittice of that Province, becauſe he 
could not brook a Superiour, took arins, flew 
the Emperour Adolph in battel, and forced the 
Elefors to put him into his place, in the year 
1298. and ten years after on May-day 1 yok ; 
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he was killed upon the high way by his Nephew 
Johnthe {pn of Rodolph ; and his ſuccefors were 
no more Admitted to that honour till the year 
1438. in which Albert the Fifth Duke of A#- 
ſtria, and ſecond Emperour of that name, was 
raiſed to that dignity. He reigned no longer 
than one year, and was ſucceeded by Frederick 
II. his Couſin, who reigned 54 years, and 
got his ſon Maximilian. to be Elefted whileſt 
he lived. To Maximilian Charles V. his grand- 
child ſucceeded, andto Charles Ferdinand |. 
his Brother, from whom are deſcended in aright 
line of males all the Emperours that have reign- 
ed ever ſince his death, and ſtill raign haÞpily 
to this day. |

From Na- 
ture, inaſmuch as they have all a long chin and 
thick lips; which is a Phyſiognomical mark of 
their Piety, Conſtancy, and Integrity. From 
God, inaſmuch as by giving a glaſs of water 
with their own hand to one that hath great 
Wens hangtng at his throat, they cure him 3 
and by kiſſing one that cannot ſpeak plain, 
. they- unlooſe his Tongue; nay, whichis more, 
this Houſe having within 300. years afforded 
ewelve Emperours, five Kings of Spair, and for- 
ty other Kings, Cardinals, Archdukes, and 
Dukes, there hath been never a Tyrant among(t 
them all. As for the priviledges they have res- 
ceived from the Emperours of that Houſe, they 
can create Gentlemen, Barons, and Counts, 
through the whole Empire; and the Emperour 
cannot 'take from them the Lands they are 
ſeized of, to give them to another.

Theſe are 
all the Princes of 8axo2y, who have their habi- 
tations at Dreſden, at Hall, at Marsbourg, and 
at Nawmbourg ; that is, all the Deſcendents of 
the Elector A»g»ſtus.

This Principality is ſituated partly ' upon the 
Mountain and Foreſt of Thuringia, partly on 
this fide towards Franconia.

of Brandenbourg Of Anſpach; tothe ſecond, that 
of Eberhard Duke of Wirtemberg; and to the 
Father, two Sons-in-law equal in Grandeur, 
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Piety, and Magnificence. The Rhingraves have 


furmſhed matter to ſo many Hiſtories ancient 
and modern, that no body is a ſtranger to their 
Vertue, Nobility, and Generofity. The Counts 
of Schwartzbourg are great in Riches, Vertue 
and Alliances : When I paſſed through their 
Countrey, Clara Dutcheſs of Bran ſwick and 84 
*, phia Agnes Princeſs of Anhalt, were Widows to 
\two Lords of that Houſe; and Antony Gunther 
had a Princeſs Palatine. Many believe the 
Counts of Solmes are iſſued out of thoſe of Naſ 
fan: They are not rich, but you will meet with 
few Lords ſo well Allied. Frederick Henry 
Prince of Orange, the honour of the Captains 
of our age, had the Generous Amelia ; Jos: 
chim Erneſt Marquiſs of Brandenbourg had the 
Phenix of Beauty and Chaſtity, Sophia 3 Frede 
rick Marquiſs of Doxrlach, the incomparable 
Eleonor:, Auguſtus Prince of Arhalt, the ious 
Sibyf; Ulrick Duke of Wirtemberg, the Ami- 


able Sophia Dorothy, Maurice Landgrave of. 


Heſſe, the fair Agzes; and Erneſt his Son hath 
at this time Mary Eleoner, all Counteſles of 
Solmes. From whence we may conclude, that 
this Houſe is fruitful in Beautiful and Vertuous 
Ladies. 

P. I would willingly have heard a word of the 
Connts of Salmeand vStolberg ; but. if.you find 
it difficult, paſs on to the conſideration of the Bas 
rons of the Empire.

Counts but in name - In all things 
elſe they are equal; they marry their Daugh- 
ters, they are inthe ſame Claſle at the Diets of 
the Empire, they give their Suffrages there 
after the ſame mahner, and enjoy the ſame

G. There are but few Barons of the Empire: 
To be ſuch an one, itis neceſſary to be Matri-

enſtein have ſignalized- themſelves in the laſt 


War, where they' got honour, and ſerved in 


the quality of Generals : The Fxggers are not 
yery ancient, but remarkable fot yertne, and 
for their priviledges of Soveraign Juſtice upon 
their Lands. The Barons or Counts of Rapol. 
ſtein, who are otherwiſe ,called X7banprerre, 
were Dukes of Spoleto z and having lived many 
ages with ſplendor, and appeared at feveral Tur- 
naments, are now reduced to John Famer, to 
whom I wiſh iſſue male, for the prefervation of 
his Illuſtrious Houſe, which will otherwiſe end 
in him. All the reſt are unknown to me.

Now this title 
hath been diverſly taken according to the di- 
rerfity of times and places. By the Barons were 
anciently underſtood in France all the Subjects 
that held immediately of the King 3 and ſothe 
word comprehended Dukes, Counts, and other 
Lords indifferently.

G. Yes, more than Baronies, and it may he 
they are beggers, becauſe there are ſo may 
ofrhem. However it be, Barons are every where 
reckoned above the loweſt rate and rank of No.

tleman before : In which caſe, I think the as 
cient Nobility ought not to give him place, nor 
ne to pretend toit;z becauſe the Letters Patent 
which a Secretary of the Emperour puts into1 
piece of Parchment, are not of ſuch validity asto 
make thoſe worthy of thatrank, whoare obnoe- 
x10us to ſuch notable defects.

da Thee 3 that knowing my ſelf, I may be hum- 
word ble, and knowing Thee, I may magnifie thy 
Name - Grant that we may all know our ſelves; 
baniſh out of our hearts that common vain pre-- 
'Itenſe to place and precedence; teach us to neg- 
kt that honour which ſhines not but in the 
nary ſmoke of vanity. Certainly it troubles Germany 
here more than any other Countrey in Exrope.

Theſe Cities being rich and potent, make bad 
uſe of their power, endeavouring to ſhake off 
the yoke of obedience which they owe to their

perial Cities. Such are Bruzſwick , Erfork; 
and Ewbden, which have evermore ſome mat 
ter or other of diſpute; the firſtwith the Duke 
of Brunſwick, the ſecond with the EleCtor of 
Mentz,, and Embden.with the Princes of Eaff 
ron , , 

. £ imagine that the Cities belonging t 
Princes are neither ſo wealthy nor ſo fair as the 
Imperial. 

/G. That rule dothnot alwayes hold + There 
are ſome Imperial Cities to be found of no great 
conſequence, as Fridberg, Aalen, Weiler, Gut 
minde, Biberac, Dunkelſpiel, and ſeveral others; 
on the contrary there are divers Cities fub- 
ject to Princes, ſurpaſſing in beauty, magnih- 
cent in buildings, and conſiderable for riches, 
as Munchen, Ingolſtadt, Dreſden, Wirsbourg, 
Mentz, Magdebourg, Bamberg, Stutgardt, 
and Lunebourg ; but they have not the ſame 
right which thoſe leſſer places we laſt mentioned 
enjoy. 

P. I have often heard ſay, that the Cities of 
Germany are xeither ſo ancient, nor of ſo fait 
firuQure as in other Conntreys. 

G. Many good Antiquaries aſſure us, that 
the Cities on the Eaſt-tde of the Rhine were 
built about the time of the Emperour Herrygl. 
but thoſe very Authors ſay, that the City of 


Trier is one of the Ancienteſt in Exrope, and ' 


that Strasbourg, Wormes, and Spire flouriſhed 
before the time of Fulizs Ceſer. As for the 
beauty 
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uty and number -of Cities, our Germany 
ields to no Province in Ewrope. The Ttaliens 
who for the moſt part undervalue all that is on 
the other fide of the Alpes from them, cannot 
deny us that prerogative ; and Fohr: Botero con- 
ſefles, that for that matter we may give them 
fifteen and a biſque, uſing , theſe words to that 
purpoſe, 7 Thedeſchi avanzano di gran lunga 
iKRomani. And I am ſure that the Conſtable of 
Caſtile, who to diſgrace the greatneſs and. 

ificence of Paris told Mareſchald d'Ornans, 
that he had left behind him the faireſt Cities in 
Chriſtendom, would have changed his opinion 
ithe had ſeen Germany, and been forced to ac- 
knowledge in his heart (though according to 
the Spaniſh vapours he would not have expreſt 
It with his mouth_) that there 1s nothing in 
pair equal to Antwerp, Amſterdam, Ham- 
bourg , Collen, Nuremberg, Strasbourg, Erfort, 
and Augsbourg. 

P. If the Cities of Germany excel all others 
in beauty, then they are inferior to them in 
wthing;, for Bocalini eſteems them without 
compariſon richer than thoſe in other places, 
whe he ſaith that Laurence de Medicis going 
bout to weigh them, . the balance wherein he 
bead already weighed all the Eſtates of Chri- 
ftendom, broke, not being able to bear ſo great a 
burthen. But I ſuppoſe the houſes of Great men 
are not ſo embelliſhed in Germany as in Foraign

G. Theſe Cities are not far diſtant from one 
another - They have the ſame intereſt; and 
are powerful, Hambourg upon the Ocean, and 
Lubeck upon the Balthick Sea, in the entrance 
of the Cimbrick Cherſoneſe, which contains the 
Dutchies of Holſtein, Schleſwick, Stormar, and 
Dithmarſh, with the Countrey of Jutland. The 
City of Labeck was built by Adolph Count of 
5 ap inthe time of the Emperour Corradelll. 
and a little after, it was taken by Hezry Leo 
Duke of Bavaria and Saxony, who founded a 
Biſhoprick there, as I have read over the Gates 
of the Caſtle of Extiz, the place where the Bi- 
ſhop reſides. After the death of that Herry, it re- 
turned to its firſt Maſter, and paſled from him 
mto the power of Canute King of Depwark,; but 
the Dazes being overcome inthetime of the Em- 
perour Frederick Il..it became anImperial City, 
and enjoys that priviledge to this day. Whenit 
began, it wasofno great conſequence; but now 
t isJarge, fair, and potent by land, and by wa- 
ter too, the river Drave encreafing its Trade, 
and giving it opportunity to put great ſtore of 
ſhipping to Sea. 

P. If 
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P. 1fthe King of Denmark had the. command 
of hel two Cities, it would enable him to at- 
tempt upon his Neighbours: For T have heard 
ſay, that Hambourg hath a vai# Revenue, aud 
that theſe two Cities can ſet out above 200,

G. Generals do ſome attions now and then 
thar ſhow moregallantry than judgement, and - 
ſometimes they meet with a bound and check to 
their victories before a weak place. In the year 
1643. the French loſt before Rotwil Mareſchal 
Guebriant, whoſe perſon was more worth to 
France than the taking of twenty ſuch Towns. 
|t is the ſeat of a Prefſidial Court; and ſerved 
for a retreat to the Ci#zbrz, after they had been 
beaten by the Romans, Reutlinguen is not 
creat, but-excecedingly priviledged - It received 
Luthers Reformation from the time he began 
to preach; and as Eſtinguer,. it is under the 
proteftion of the Duke of Wirtemberg.

They 
are not4o ' ancient in this Countrey as in Ep 
land, France, and- Italy ; but they are more 
magnificent, better ordered, and fitted with 
Doctors, and furniſhed with Scholars: - We 
read that Charles IV. Emperour, andiKing of 
Bohemia, having founded the Univerſity of 
Prague, gaveequal priviledges to the 'Bohemi- 
ans, Pelanders, and Germans ; and when he 
would retrench his favours towards ſtrangers, 
there went out of the Town in a weeks time

P. If I did not know that you flatter nv body, 
but love truth above all things, T ſhould hardly 
believe there were ever ſo many Scholars in Gets Wait 
many, as you ſay there went out of Prague.

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of the Emperours Counſellors, or a Prince, on 
whom that charge is impoſed, riſes up, ſalutes 
the Company, and in an excellent diſcourſe gives 
thanks to all the Aſſembly, for that in compli- 
ance with the Emperours Order, all thoſe Prin- 
ces and Lords have freely and chearfully reſor- 
ted to that place. After which, his Majeſty con- 
tinuing the Speech, defires the Aſſembly in few 
words that they would contribute with all their 
night, ſo as their Country may receive the fruit 
expected from them. That being done, a Secre- 
tary reads the Propoſition, which uſually con» 
fains no more than the points which the Empe» 


| rour touched in his ſummons of calling the 


Eſtates together. After that is read, the EleQors, 
Princes, and Ambaſladors riſe up, and having 
conferred together a very little while, one of the 
company anſwers the Emperour in the name of 
all the reſt, that by the propoſition even now 
made unto them, they underſtand the impor- 
tance of the affairs which obliged his Majeſty 
to call the Aſſembly together ; that they know 
he hath always had, and (till hath a very parti- 
cular care of the publick good, for which they 
moſt humbly thank him, aſſuring him they will 
do all that lies in their power for the advantage 
of the State; afid to the end they may more ma- 
turely deliberate, they beſeech his Majeſty to 
cauſe a Copy of the Propoſition to be delivered 


bem,| to them, and to take their perſons and fortunes 


under the ſhadow of his protetion, The Em- 


, W'perour having heard that diſcourle, gives com- 
NS. 2 


mand 
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mand that the Propoſition be communicated to 
them all, exhorts them to give their advice up- 
on every point, and promiſes them his favour 
and affection. Which being done, his Majeſty 
goes back againto his Lodging in the ſame Order 
as he came. 

P. They ſay that in thoſe Diets there is more 
time ſpent in regulating of places, than in deli- 
berating upon buſineſs ;, that ſeldom any thing it 
reſolved there, and that one Diet always begets 
another. 

G. In Germany as well as in other places, one 
equal ſubmits not to another but againſt his will; 
and the Emperour doth not willingly. decide 
thoſe controverſies, where the ſentence cannot 
but be diſpleafing to one of the parties. Now 
becauſe the taking of places is not regulated in 
every reſpect, nor perchance will ever be, there 
ariſeth always ſome ſtop to affairs; which would 
not happen, if every one were of Ulrich Duke 
of Wirtemberg his humour, whoupon a certain 
occaſion, where much time was loſtin thoſe va- 
nities, ſaid that they ſhould put him behind the 
door, ſo they concluded that for which they 
came together. As to the other branch of your 
objeion, they do rarely reſolve any buſineſs, 
becauſe it is hard to reduce many heads and 
different intereſts unto one and the ſame opt 
nion. 

P. It were well that every one ſhould know bit 
place, or be leſs concerned for it ; but ſince that 
cannot - be, we muſt let thoſe abuſes take theit 
cour

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courſe. Tell me now how they ſit when they give 
their ſuffrages. 9 oY 

G. The Eſtates of the Empire having had ſome 
time to conſult among themſelves, the Elector of 
Mentz (ends a note to him of Saxony, and he to 
the Vice-Marſhal of the Empire, requiring him 
to give advertiſement unto all whom it may con- 
cern, to repair the next day unto the place ap- 
pointed, at ſuch an hour in the Forenoon: 
Which Order the Vice-Marſhal obeys. - The 
Eſtates having received ſuch notice, meet to- 
gether every one in their own Claſſe, whereof 
there are three : The firſt is that of the Eleftorsz 
the ſecond, that of the Princes as well Eccle- 
ftaſtical as Secular, ofthe Abbots, Counts, and 
Barons; the third, of the Imperial or Immediate 
Cities. The Ele@ors being met together, he of

P. As far as T perceive, the EleFors know 
their places; do not other Princes and Lords 
know theirs as well 2 

G. The Golden Bull aſſigns a certain place 
to each Elector ; bur it is not ſo with the other 
Lords, no nor with the Imperial Cities, which 
have alwayes ſome proteſtationto make againſt 
the wrong they pretend to be done them, The 
ſecond Claſſers diſtinguiſhe into two Benches : 
Upon the firſt fit the Archbiſhops , Biſhops, 

|  & 8 Abbots, 


Abbots, and Abbeſſes, the Grand Maſter of 
the Teutonick Order, the. Archdukes, ' and 
the Duke of Burgundy; upon the ſecond are 
placed all the Secular Princes, Counts, and 
Barons, that have right to fit in thoſe Afﬀem- 
blies. As to thoſe of the firſt Bench; the Duke 
of Burgundy ſeldom. ſends thither 3 the Houſe 
of Auſtria take their turns of precedence with 
the Archbiſhop of Saltsboxrrg, who is now the 
only man left of that quality thzt ſits in the Di- 
ets; and the Grand Maſter of the Textonick 
Order precedes all the Biſhops - And further 
than this, I do not know what Order the Bi- 
ſhops and the Abbots obſerve in their Seſſion, 
As to the, Secular Princes, the younger Sons of 
the EleQoral Houſes precede the other Princes, 
whoſe manner of fitting hath been ſufficiently 
declared already. The third Claſle is that of 
the Cities, which are alſo diſtinguiſht into two 
Benches ; the Deputy of Co/ex holds the firſt 
rank amongſt the Cities ofthe Rhine, and heof 
Ratisbon among(t thoſe of Swaber. 

P. I can give & near gueſs of the order ob- 
ſerved by the Princes in taking their places;

for every perſon one or more voices ; theother 
Prelates have two voices amonglt them all, -and 
the Counts with the Barons as many. I ſay 
there are ſome Princes that have more than one 
yoice, becauſe it happens that one Prince hath 
more thanone Principality, and then he hath 
3s many voices as Immediate Lordſhips to 
which that right is annext. For example, the 
King of Sweden hath a voice for Bremen, for 
Verden, and for Pomerania reſpeCtively ; as al- 
ſo the Eleftor of Brardenhourg for the ſame 
Pomerania, and for the Principalities of Hal- 
berſtad and Minden. It there were. but one 
Duke of Branſwick, he would have four voi- 
cs; and one Duke of Saxony would have above 
hve or fix. 

P. ITthink IT am shilful enough in this point : 
Let ws proceed to the ſuffrage ofthe Cities. 

G. We have ſeen betore, that the third Clafſe

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tains-all the Free Cities of the Rhine, Alſatia, 
Land furtey, Haguenau, Wetteravia, Saxony, 
and Tharingia; the other contains all the other 
Free Citics of Germany.

that is, the Deputy of that Gity is ſeated near 
a Table with ſome Senators, and a Regiſter or 
Clerk of each Bench, and gathers the woices, 
asking the opinion firſt of the Deputy of Col.

turns.to the Bench of the Kbire, and fo tothat 
of Swaber, continuing in that manner till he 
hath done. By which ic 1scalily ſcen, that there 
is not the meaneſt City, but hath a voice a- 
mong(t the Cities, 1f it have right to ſit amongſt 
them; but they have but two voices for then 
all together in the Body of the Empire repre. 
ſented compendioully 1n the Diets. 
P. What affairs are treated on in thoſe Af 
ſemblies £ 
G. The matters handled in the Diets are al 
very important, regarding Religionor the Ci- 
vil Government; as may. be (cen in the Receſſe 
of the Empire, which contains the reſolutions 
takea in the general Aſſemblies, and the Or- 
dinances therein made. Here you are to take no- 
tice, that in the Aſſemblies plurality of voices 
1s uſually followed in all forts of buſineſs ; but 
bgcauſe the Catholicks taken in ' groſs are in 
greater number and have more voices than the 
Proteſtants, it hath been thought neceflary for 
the peace of the Empire,. to take an equal num 
. ber 
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her of perfons, when they would decide any 
thing in matter of Religion, and where ſcruple 
of Conſcience might ſtrain too hard upon Ju- 


I ice. Which is very uſeful in a Countrey where 


wo Religions are permitted, and ſpecially where 
the partiesare almoſt equal. 
P. Having diſcourſed of the time, the place, 


| aud the order of Diets, as alſo of the per ſons that 
| call them, and of thoſe that ought to meet there, 
| and of the matters there treated on ;, T pray tell 


me how the Concluſions are made. 
G. The Concluſion of the Diets is taken as 
followeth : The Electors having pitched upon 


| 2 Concluſion amongſt them, ſend it to the 


Colledge of the Princes, who approve or reject 
it, and thateither in whole or inpart, and ſend 


| back their opinion to the ſaid Eletors. Upon 


this apinion of the Princes the Electors delibe- 
rate again, and return their deliberation to the 
Princes, deſfiriag them to weigh their reaſons - 
if they reſt ſatisfied therewith, the buſineſs is 
done ; but if they perſiſt in a contrary opinion, 
an Appeal is made to the Depuries of the Cities, 
who ſometimes adhere to the opinion of the 
Ele&ors, and ſometimes to that. of the Princes; 
and when they alſo diſſent from both the other 
Claſſes (as oftentimes they do) they propoſe 
new Concluſions, to which the Elefors and 
the Princes make anſwer, endeavouring to draw 
them unto their opinion. Thele contrarieties 
are very often longer than were needful, and 
then the Emperour exhorts them all to agree, 
and

their own private Intereſt. Such . exhortatioq $'% 


doth oftentimes prevail ſo far, that every otie 
abates alittle of his opinion, and comes to an+ 
greement in the whole or in part; and when 
they conceive that thingsare brought toas good 
terms as they can expect, they ſend them to his 
Majeſty for his approbation. From this difficulty 
of bringing perſons to be of one mind, whoſe 
| Intereſts and deſires are ſo different, proceed; 


that ordinary ſaying, That one Diet is the Mo- it 


ther ofanother, and from thence alſocome thoſe 
Aſſemblies of Deputation which we have briefly 
touched before. 
P. You forgot at that time to tell me who they 
are that uſe to ſit in the Aſſemblies of Deputation. 
 G. There were anciently called thither all the 
Ele&ors (except the King of Bohemia) the 
Archduke of _—_— the Biſhops of Wirsbourg 
and Munſter, the Duke of Bavaria, the Ab- 
bots of Weingardt and Ochſenhanſer, the Count 
of Furſtemberg, and the Cities of Co/ex and 
Nuremberg ; Atthis preſent, beſides thoſe above 
named, thereare alſo called the Dire&ors of the 
_— of Fwaben and Burgundy, the Dukes 
of Brunſwick and Pomerania, and the Land- 
grave of Heſſe. In theſe Aſſemblies the Empe- 
rours Deputy makes the Propoſition to the reſt, 
who haveevery man one voice 3 but when th 
are voting upon a Concluſion, all the Electors 
together have but one voice, and all the other 
Deputies another. 
P.I 
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P. I am well ſatisfied in this point, but your 
weeding diſcourſe having informed me, that 
qinions in the Diets are oftentimes ſtiffly and 
dftinately held 6n both ſides, hath leſt me in a 
loubt which obligeth me to ask you, whether in 
taſe the Eſtates cannot agree, the Emperonr ſhould 
have the power to reſolve matters, and decide 
the controverted difficulties according to his own 
vil. 

G. Youthrow me intoa field where Writers 
ſence to the right and to the left, all of them 
bringing probable reaſons on their fide. Ex- 
caſe me (if you pleaſe) from examining them 3 
for I am of opinion for my own part, that Con- 
duſions ought to proceed by the conſent of the 
Emperour and the Eſtates together, and that nei- 
ther the Emperour nor the Eſtates can conclude 
any thing alone ; Nevertheleſs in your caſe, ſub» 
niftion ſhould be given to the Emperours judge- 
ment ; becauſe the obſtinacy of the Eſtates might 
occaſion dangerous factions, faction Civil Wars, 
and Civil War the univerſal ruine of the Empire. 
And moreover, it 1s to be thought that the Em- 
perour being as a common Father to the Princes 
and the Eſtates, hath as great @ care of their 
good as of his own. 

P. I do confeſs, that in that caſe obedience 
ſhould be yielded to the Emperonrs judgement, 
and that ſober and rational men ſhould alwayes 
chnſe rather to quit a little of their priviledges 
and immunities, than to kindle a flame in their 
native Conntrey. Let ws ſee what is done when the 
Conclaſtons are taken. G. When 
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G. When the Aſſembly is cometo an! agree 
ment, and the Head hath prevailed upon the 
Members, or the Members brought the Head 
to conſent unto their opinion, the reſolutions 
are ſet down in writing, and ſigned before 
they be publiſhed. Heretofore the Emperoaur 
alone ſigned them, or in his abſence the Ki 
of the Romans; afterwards there was addel 
thereynto the Sign and Seal of two Electors 
two Princes, one Abbot, one Count, and the 
Deputy of the City where the - Aſſembly was 
held.

The Receſſe, that is toſay, the Att being writ- 
ten in parchment, the Emperours Seal is applied 
below upon two ſmall filken cords joyned toge- 
ther, which are then parted in two again to 
the right (ide and to the left 5 upon the right- 
fide cord there is impreſſed the EleCtor '0f 
Mentz his Seal, if hebe preſent, or in his ab 
ſence-one of the Eccleſiaſtical Ele&ors; bclow 
that, the Seal of the firſt Eccleſiaſtical Prince 
there preſent, and of one of the Prelates in the 
third place: On the left fide of the Imperial 
Seal the firſt Secular Eleftor there preſent puts 
his, juſt ovgr againſt that of the Elector of

P. Are all theſe formalities abſolutely neceſ-

. They are all fo neceſſary, that without 
them the Receſſe or Act would not have the po- 
yer of a Law, nor oblige any one to the ob- 
ſervation of it. But I ſhould have told you, 
that two Originals are drawn, Signed and Seal- 
ed in the ſame manner ; one of which is laid u 
inthe Chancery of the Empire, whereof the Ele- 
tor of Mertz hath the cuſtody, and the other 
in the Chancery ofthe Emperour : There is alſo 
a Copy ſent tothe Chamber of $pzre. Here you 
muſt take notice, that theſe Acts are framed and 
written in the Germax Tongue, to the end that 
all the Subjedts of the Empire may underſtand 
them 3 neither can they be 1n any other Lan- 
guage, by an Edid which the Emperour Rodolph 
4 to that purpoſe in the year, 1274.

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P. \ \ 7 Hen the unwelcome news of the Em 

peronr Ferdinand 7IZ. or fr 
death had ſounded in the ears of all Germany, 
it ſtruck a ſenſible ſorrow npon the hearts of al 
thoſe that love peace, which he had procured 
for. ws, and fear the diſorders which »ſualy 
happen in the time of an Interregnum. I a 
one of that number; and that - fear carrying 
my thoughts back to the ſad and calamiton 
times of his Reign, I deſire you to tell me ſomt 
thing ofcit. : 

G. Ferdinand III. Son to Ferdinand II. Ne 
phew to Charles Archduke of Gratz, and greatuf 
Nephew to the Emperour Ferdinand I. being}'t 
born the 13. of July 1608. wasplaced upon the # 
Throne of H#rgary in the year 1625. and two 
years after, upon that of Bohemia: Then ha] 43 
ving given proof of his valour, prudence, andy 
piety, he _ choſen King of the Romans it ft 
Ratichon in the year 1636. and on the g. off br 
Fuly 1637. when his Father dyed, he took the # 
Reins of the Empire into his hand, and was &- 
tetually Emperour, though his Enemies _ m 
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kd to give him the title, till the beginning of 
the. Treaty of Peace which was comtaced at 
Munſter the 24. of OFober 1648. That Prince

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I therefore commend your curioſity, and far 
the ſatisfaction thereof ſhall tell you, it is worth 
your obſervation, that the peace of many years 
had filled Germany with riches, debauchery, 
and evil humours, which could not let Great 
Men be quiet in the enjoyment of: their ſuper.

G. The Emperour was not alone to bear that 
ſhock : For having honoured Maximilian Duke 
of Bavarie with the Dignity of Frederick V. 

leftor Palatine, he found him ready to fol- 

low his fortune, and ſerve him with all the 
ſtrength of his mind, body and eſtates : Ferdi- 
and Eleftor of Coller, Brother to Maximilian 
did theſame; and the Duke of Lorraine forget 
ing his own Intereſt, embraced that of the 
Houſe of Axſtria; the Prelates and ſome 0- 
ther Princes of the Empire did the like, and 
entredinto a Cpntederacy for that purpoſe. 

P. Thoſe were ſirong parties indeed; eſpecial 
being among ſt Nations that do not eaſily tak 
Arms, and when they are once taken, do mort 
bardly lay them down. 

G. When the Forces of two Enemies are 
equal; if piety employ them to preſerve liberty 
of Conſcience, or vain-glory to get more 

Crowns, they produce ſad and diſmal _

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and bring deſtrution upon many Provinces. 
And fo it hapned here, where love to Religion 
having united the Proteſtants of Germany to the 
King of Swedez, the current of his profperi- 
ties was ſo great and ſo ſudden, that if death 
had not put a ſtop to his victories, without 
doubt his beſt friends would have had cauſe to 
entertain both jealouſfie and fear of him. But 
when that Afars. had ſhot like thunder from 
the four corners, and through the midſt of the 
Empire, ſo that neither powerful Armies, 
deep Rivers, thick Foreſts, nar impregnable 
Forts could ſtop the Torrent of his goad ſuc- 
ceſs ; he was ſlainat laſt the ſixth of November 
1632, That death did ſomewhat flacken thoſe 
unparalleled proſperities; but a little after, the

" Jnal Aicheliex, and with the Treaſure of France, 


laid the foundations of a longer and bloodier 
War : Which obliged the EleQtor of Saxony 
and ſome other Princes to change Intereſt, and 
endeavour to keep up the greatneſs ofthe Houle 
of Auſtria.

Emperour. I count here only from the. King of 
Swedeus entring into Germany till the Peace, in 
which time there were fought within the Em- 
pire ſeven pitcht Battgjs, fourtcen exceeding 
bloody Fights, and divers others of leſs note; 
which have reduced our Countrey unto ſo mile 
rable a condition, that one can hardly find a 
whole unrumed . houſe. in the Campania, not 
one Province throughout all -the Empire that 
hath half ſo much people ia it, as it had before 
the laſt troubles. 

P. Famine 
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P. Famine and Plague, thoſe nſnal atten» 
dants of War, came alſo into play, and rifled 4 
world of people. But ſince the relation of paſt 
evils is pleaſant to thoſe that have gone through 
them, it will not be troubleſome to you to tell 
me, at what time, in what place, and by whone 
thoſe Battels and Combats were fought, and wha 
hed the better or the worſe in them. 

G. The firſt Battel was given at Leipſch in 
Miſnia, between Guſtavus Adolphus King of 
Sweden of glorious memory, on the one part, 
and the Imperaliſts with their Confederates 
under the command of Count Tify on the 0- 
ther, wherein the Swedes got the victory Sep- 
tember 7. 1631, The ſecond was fought at 
Lutzen not far from Leipſſch, November 6. 
1632. between the Swedes having their King 
for Generaliſſemo, and the Imperial Army 
commanded by Albert Wal/eſtein Duke of Frid- 
land. Tn that Battel the Swedes had the victo- 
ry by the reſolution of Bernard Duke of Saxo- 
zy, and their other Generals, but it coſt them 
their King, who was the C2ſar of onrage;; and 
the Emperour on his fide loſt the flower of his 
Souldiers, and the Achi/es of Germany, I mean 
the incomparable Godfrey Count of Papenheime. 

P. That King, whoſe valour was beyond all ex- 
ample, ought not to dye but triaumphing; and 
Papenheim could not fall but in the company of ſo 
great g Prince : But it 3s a thing very extraordi- 
wary, that an Army ſhould remain viGorions, 
where the Commander in chief was flain in the 
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few Princes that have triumphed in their death, 
Paſs pe onto the other Battels. 

G. The third was at Hamelen, July 28, 
1663, betweenthe Swedes, Heſſraprs, and Lune- 
bonrgers , commanded by George Duke of Lane. 
bourg General of the Circle of Lower Saxony, 
and the Imperialiſts under- the conduct of the 
Counts of Merede and Grandsfeld ; where the 
latter were worſted. The fourth, which was 
the firſt wherein the Emperaur had the victory, 
and was one of the bloodieſt that had been ſeen 
in 30. years before, .dyed with generous blood 
the Plains of Nortlinguen an Imperial City 
of Swaben, September 6. 1634. Ferdinand King 
of Hungary, who afterwards was Emperour, 
commanded his Fathers Army; and being ſe. 
conded by the Troops and perſon of Ferdinand 
Infante of $paiz, and of Charles Duke of Lor- 
raize, he aſlaulted and vanquilht Bernard Duke 
of Weymarand Guſtavus Horn Marſhal of $we- 
dex, wio commanded the Swediſh Troops, 
That victory was , ſo great, that the Swediſh 
party had apparehtly fallen to nothiag, if the 
moſt Chriſtian King had not contributed his 
cares and forces to ſet them up again.
